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IG financial interests, always seeking through legislation or 
in the courts special privileges and immunities are alarmed. 
So arc the profiteering manufacturing corporations whose 


big cash dividends and non-taxable stock dividends are attract- 
ing public attention, and are one of the prime causes of the "un- 
rest" of the masses, who find it increasingly difficult to make 
income ma.tch outgo, as prices of the necessities of life soar 
higher and higher. 


They are alarmed because they sec storm clouds as the pri- 


mary elections reveal to them surprising strength on the part 
of those candidates who represent progressive policies which are 
opposed to the wealth-control of government. 


They are alarmed because ^hey see in the extension of suf- 


frage to women, in direct primaries, in the direct election of 
United States senators and in the1 growing demand for the in- 
itiative and referendum a. growing determination on the part of 
the people to take control of their own governmental affairs and 
manage them in their own interest. 


More disturbing than .any other one sign of the times was 


the primary election in Wisconsin, the results of which are being 
studied with feverish fear in Wall street. 


One of the things which the war taught in a most impres- 


sive way was the utility of carefully prepared and well executed 
propaganda. 


Organized wealth has learned from it a timely lesson and 


the great accumulators of wealth are saying to themselves: "If 
the people are going to control GOVERNMENT, instead of our 
agents, the politicians, controlling it for US, we must look 
around for means to control the PEOPLE. 
We must use propa- 


ganda as we did in war time." 


And they ARE using it, through the moving picture thea- 


ters, the newspapers, the common schools, and the universities. 


Charity begins at home and so does the opposite of charity 


the predatory interests concentrated in Wall street. These in 
terests controlling absolutely the New York legislature has been 
making effective use of that control. 


More significant than the ousting of'the socialist assembly 


men, 
more significant than the passage of. bills outlawing the 


Socialist party, and making socialists ineligible for public of- 
fice, more significant even than the bill creating a bureau ol 
secret police to make-New York state like Russia in the days of 
the Czar, was the passage of the bill aiming to control education 
in the interest of wealth and reactionary policies. 


This bill extends a censorship, not only over the public

Working men and women may 
only teach their children what the Board of Regents permits, 
and this board IS THE CREATURE OF THE LEGISLATURE, 
the legislature which has given such striking evidence of in- 
tolerence. The members of the board are appointed by the leg- 
islature and may be removed by it. 


Here is what Senator Frederick M. Davenport, himself a col- 


lege professor, says of the Educational Censorship bill. 


The state of New York has always regarded pri- 


vate schools, institutions, group associations, colleges, 
and universities as schools of experiment in new meth- 
ods, and nciv ideas, in which the utmost freedom of 
thought and speech should be permitted. This is the 
only way tha: the world of thought and progress has' 
ever advanced. The Lusk bill marches human think- 
ing in the goose-step. Nothing like -it has ever been 
proposed in America and nothing more hopelessly con- 


. trary to American ideals of freedom and progress has 


ever been conceived. It is contrary to every known 
principle of the development of human thinking. Taken 
in connection with the bureau of secret police, this bill 
furnishes a complete lock-stepping of the human mind 
in line with ihe econoriiic, social, ethical, or political 
preconceptions of any group which happens to be the 
real power in or behind the government of the state. 
Of course this power in New York state is Wall street. The 


interests there centered not content with its kept press now 
seek kept schools.
